151. (New) A purified polypeptide comprising an amino acid sequence that is at least 
95% identical to a fragment of the Asp2 protein amino acid sequence of Figure 3 (SEQ ID 
NO: 4), 

wherein said fragment is a continuous fragment of the Asp2 protein that includes the 

aspartyl protease active site tripeptides DTG and DSG shown in Figure 3 and exhibits 

aspartyl protease activity involved in processing APP into amyloid beta, 

wherein said polypeptide lacks a transmembrane domain, and 

wherein said polypeptide exhibits aspartyl protease activity involved in processing 

APP into amyloid beta. 
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
